“HOBSON IN TILT 
| WITH UNDERWOOD 
CALLS HIM TOOL 


Leader’s Rival in - Senatorial 
Race Declares: He Repre- 
sents Interests. 


By Associated F 
WASHI NGTON™ ‘Oct. 13.—Reprecenta- 


tive Hobson launched a hot ,attdck 
against the senatorial campaign of Dem- 
ocratic leader Underwood in the House 
today avhen he charged that his. sup- 
port of Underwood's presidential can- 
didacy at the Baltimore convention was 
obtained “‘under fadse pretenses,”’ Hob- 
son, himself a candidate in the present 
Alabama contest, referred to printed 
reports of a recent speech in which he 
charged that Underwood was ‘“‘the tool 
of Wall street and the liquor interests” 
and read from the Senate investigation 
of campaign contributions the testimony 
of Senator Bankhead, containing the 
re cord of a contribution of $35,000 from 
Thomas F. Ryan and Bankhead’s state- 
ment that Underwood had not known 
who financed his campaign. 

“Had I known,” shouted Hobson, “that 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, the man whom 
Mr. Bryan rebuked and named before 
the Baltimore convention and accused of 
being the tool of Wall street, had 
financed the major part of the campaign 
of Oscar W. Underwood, I not only 
would not have supported him, but I 
would have fought him and, what is 
more, he never would have been the 
choice of the people of “Alabama. 

Alleges “False Pretenses.” 

“The suppert of the people of Ala- 
bama for Mr. Underwood for Presi- 
dent was secured under false pre- 
tenses, and I here declare that their 
support of him for the United States 
Senate shall not be obtained under 
similar false pretenses.” 

Underwood, on his feet at once, 
was loudly cheered by Democrats 
and Republicans as he was recog- 
nized, The majority leader first re- 
ferred to Hobson's published speech 
ang said he had been waiting to 
answer it “when he could look Mr. 
Hobson in the face.” 

“T would like the gentleman,”’ Mr. Un- 
derwood continued, turning toward Hob- 
son, “to say here what he said in his 
Alabama speech and whether he charged 
me with being a tool of Wall street and 
the liquor interests,’’ 

‘*T hsed the double word,’’ replied Hob- 
son. “I read the testimony I have just 
read here trom the campaign contribu- 
tions hearing and I assumed what Sen- 
ator Bankhead said was true—that Mr. 
Underwood did not know his campaign 
was being financed by Wall street. 1! 
asked the people of Alabama why, when 
charges Were publicly made, that his 
campaign was being financed by Wall 
street, my friend did not. find out. : I 
said that he was in the hands of the 
managers and was being used and ap- 
parently ‘did not know it. I said that 
he was a dummy’ being used as a tool 
and that if he had been a dummy used 
as a tool of Wall street he could be used 
by the liquor interests or any other in- 
terest.’’ 

“But did you charge directly that I 

was the tool of Wall street or the liquor 
interests?” Underwood demanded. 
“T said you were a dummy,’ Hobson 
replied with emphasis, “and as a dum- 
my you had been used, and could be 
used again.’’ 

Explains Tariff Amendment. 
Underwood then demanded to. hear 
anything else in his public life upon 
which to base such a statement and 
asked Hobson to state it in the presence 
of ‘the House. 

Hebson referred to the conference on 
the tariff bill which struck out the 
Pemerene amendment requiring the full 
revenue tax on brandies, used in fortify- 
ing wines. He charged that in agreeing 
to that Underwood had consented to let 
more than $7,000,000 rest in the pockets 
of the Hquor interests.’ 

After explaining Driefiy the history of 
that amendment, Underwood turned to 
answer Hobson’s general charge. 

‘Is there any other man in this cham- 
ber who believes the charge that I am 
or ever have been ‘the tool of Wall 
street?” he demanded, swaying in his 
place to every member present. 

“No, no,’ shouted members of both 
sides. 

Hobson ettempted to interrupt Under- 
wood, but desisted when members shout- 
ed: “Sit Gown, you've had your time.”

Question of "Public or Private 
Sessions Remains Unsettled; 
Governor in, Seclusion. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 13.—There was 
no session of the High Court of Im- 
peachment this morning, adjournment 
having been taken until 2:30 o’clock this 
afternoon that the Senators who live 
in distant parts of the State might spend 
Sunday in their homes. 

Before court convened today, no one, 
even the Judges themselves, had the 
slightest idea just what form of pro- 
cedure would be followed.

AT MURDER TRIAL 


Mrs. June Keyes, Her Daughter, 
Says Father Will Hurry East 
From Arizona. 


“HE STILL LOVES HER” 


Mrs. Keyes Declares Her Baby 
Is Keyes’ Daughter, That She 
Will Seek Divorce. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Oct. 13.—Mrs. June Eaton 
Keyes, eldest daughter of Mrs. Jennie 
May Eaton, in the first interview she 
has given since the arrest of her moth- 
er, today said that her father, D. Henry 
Ainsworth, who was Mrs. Eaton’s first 
husband, will hurry from Arizona to do 
what he can to help his divorced wite 
at her trial in Plymouth, on a charge 
of murdering her second husband, Rear 
Admiral Joseph Giles Eaton. The trial 
will open tomorrow. She also said that 
she (June) would enter suit for divorce 
from Ralph Keyes as soon as her moth- 
er’s trial was over. 

Mrs. Keyes said that any stories that 
her baby girl was not the daughter of 
Keyes were false and that her husband 
knew all about the child’s history. 

Mrs. Keyes was seen at the tempo- 
rary home of herself and baby in Edi- 
son Park, Quincy. She said: 

“Papa will do everything in his power 
for mamma. I know he will because 
he loves her as much today as he ever 
did, and it about broke his heart when 
mother was divorced from him. 

“A Constant Nightmare.” 

“My father’s name is D. Henry Ains- 
worth. He is my father and Dorothy’s 
father, and after he was separated from 
mother she married Admiral Eaton, for 
whose death she is to be placed on 
trial. 

“Just think of what a terrible ordeal 
it has been for poor mother—to be held 
up as a murderer of her husband, to be 
torn away from those sie loves and ‘o 
be kept all these months in fail. 

“But I shall stand by her, and so will 
father, and in the end it wiil all come 
out fine and the people will see what 
a mistake has been made and how moth- 
er has suffered. 

“Tt is indescribable—a constant night- 
mare. It looms before me every day 
and night—ths horrible publicity, the 
disgrace, the silent glances of curious 
and morbid and too often an unsympa- 
thetic public. Everywhere I go I hear 
whispers and see sly glances. Baby is 
my greatest comfort. 

Neighborhood Gossip. 

“Papa has promised to come from 
Arizona. Dorothy and I shall be happy 
to see him, and I feel mamma will, too, 
because he can help a whole lot. 

‘Talk about my baby is neighborhood 
gossip. It may be that Mr. Keyes 
spread some of the talk, but I want to 
say that he knows all about the baby 
and. everything. Just as soon as moth- 
er’s trial is finished, I shall enter suit 
for divorce. Any statement that baby 
is not the mre earns of Mr. Keyes is 
false.’”’ 

The seusheuiion contends that Mrs. 
Eaton gave poison to the Admiral wita 
his meals at their home in Assiniypi. 
The defense claims that he died from 
drugs self-administered. 

So far as known, officials have beon 
unsuccessful in their hunt for an orix- 
inal container of poison, the place whare 
it was bought and the purchaser. 

Last March, three weeks after the 
death of the Admiral, it was intimated 
by the District Attorney that Mrs. 
Eaton’s mental condition would be a 
subject of inquiry, but no move in that 
direction has been made so far as is 
known. 

D. Henry Ainsworth was at one time 
a clerk in the United States Senate. 
While Admiral Eaton and his first wife 
were living in Washington, Mrs. Ains- 
worth was called as a nurse to care for 
Mrs. Eaton, who was ill. The acquaint- 
ance grew into a friendship and, accor.1- 
ing to the nurse, Mrs. Eaton, with ner 
dying breath, bequeathed the Admiral 
to her care with the words, ““Marry Je, 
my dear, and make him good.” 

In 1906, at Chicago, Mrs; Ainsworth di- 
vorced her husband and six months la- 
ter married the Admiral in. Washington. 
The bride brought to the household her 
two daughters, June and Dorothy. 

East Indian Poisons. 

In 1907 the Admiral bought a little 
farm in Assinippi, where he turned to 
chicken raising. Two years later he 
adopted a child. It lived but a short 
time and at its death Mrs. Eaton pub- 
licly charged her husband with having 
poisoned it. Investigation failed to sub- 
stantiate the charge. 

Poison talk in the Eaton home was re- 

vived a year or two later when Mrs. 
Eaton complained to friends that the 
Admiral kept all sorts of queer East In- 
dian poisons about the place. She wrote 
to a friend that he was ‘a subtle, dan- 
gerous maniac,”” and that she was in 
fear of her life. 
Mrs. Eaton is 4 vears old. Her early 
life as the daughter of a prominent Vir- 
ginja family, the Harrisons, and in 
Washington, will described at the 
trial, witnésses having been summoned 
from both places.

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TIMOTHY WOODRUFF | 7 
DIES OF APOPLEXY: 
STRICKEN AT RALLY 


Former Lieutenant-Governor of 
New York Unconscious During 
Last Week of Illness. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13—Timothy lL. 
Woodruff, former Lieutenant-Govern?r 
of New York, is dead. He had been in 
a critical condition for nearly two weeks, 
after having been stricken with paraly- 
sis while addressing a political rally in 
this city. He was 55 years old. 

The former Lieutenant-Governor was 
first stricken on the night of Sept. 2 
on the platform ‘n Cooper Union at a 
fusion ratification meeting when mak- 
ing a stirring speech. Several times dur- 
ing his remarks he winced as if in pain 
and paused for a moment, but grittily 
went on. As he neared the finish he 
staggered and sank into the arms of 
John Purroy Mitchel, fusion candidate 
for Mayor, and Comptroller William A. 
Prendergast. 


Mrs. Woodruff, who was on the plat- 
form, hurried to his side. He was car- 
ried to a rear room and attended by a 
physician, who announced that Wood- 
ruff was suffering from paralysis. Then 
he was taken to his apartments, where 
he lay until his death. 


The announcement of the end was 

made shortly before 10 o’clock last night 
by John E. Woodruff, his son, who sent 
a note reading: “Mr. Woodruff died at 
9:15 tonight, from apoplexy.” 
Woodruff rallied for a time from his 
first attack and hopes were entertained 
of his recovery. A week ago, however, 
his condition again became alarming and 
he lapsed into unconsciousness, from 
which he emerged only once for a brief 
interval. He was kept alive only by the 
use of stimulants and oxygen. 

Those with him when he died were 
Mrs. Woodruff, Mrs. Rodney Ward, his 
only sister, and Mr. Ward and John E. 
Woodruff, his son, and the latter’s wife. 

Woodruff was born in New Haven, 
Conn., 55 years ago, and was graduated 
from Yale University in the class of 
1879. Shortly afterwards he entered a 
business career in New York and soon 
began to take an active interest in poli- 
tics. This interest led him to affiliation 
with the Republican party, and ag a 
Republican he was an active political 
figure in New York State for nearly 
thirty years and until a year ago, when 
he ‘left that party and joined the Pro- 
gressives his name was nearly always to 
be found on the roll of the Republican 


party.

ONSTTUTIONALT 
OF STATED LAW 


Brewery Workers’ Demurred to 
Harvey’s Complaint Filed 
Before Judge Taylor. 


The defense which may be made by the 
‘st. Louls Club and thé Missouri Ath- 


| tetic Club, in the quo warranto proceed- | 


‘Ings brought against them by Circuit 
Attorney Harvey, was indicated Monday. 
when a demurrer to the proceedings was 
filed by the Brewery Workers’ Assv- 
ciation of Missouri, the third of the 
‘Glubs which Were attacked by Harvev 
in the suits filed 10 days age. 

Conrad Paeben, attorney for the Brew- 
ery Workers’ organization, prepared the 
demurrer, which was filed with Judge 
Taylor. Paeben told reporters that his 
principal argurnent would be that the 
statute under which the Circuit Attorney 
acted did not apply to the clubs in ques- 
tion, and further that it was unconsti- 
tutional. é‘ 

He said he had talked with Clifford 
B. Allen, counsel for the M. A. C, in :ts 
case, and that Allen had told him his 
position was correct, and that Harvey’s 
attack Could be defeated in that way. 

M. A. C. Case Set for Tuesday. 
The M. A. C. case is set for hearing 
‘before Judge Withtow Tuesday. 

In his demurrer, Paeben argued that 
Harvey’s petition did not state a cause 
for action, or allege a violation of the 
Statute on the part of the Brewery 
Workers’ Association. 

He said that the prosecution was 
brought under a Statute passéd in 1907, 
which was designéd to ceneck mail order 
liquot sales and aid’ the enforcement 
of local option laws in counties where 

jlocal option is in force. For this rea- 
‘son, he contends, it would have no ap- 
plication to St. Louis, even if ft were 
, constitutional. 
| But, he says, it was declared uncon- 
‘stitutional in an opinion of the State 
‘Supreme Court, delivered by Judge 
Brown in 1911. This was in the case of 
‘the State vs. Rawlings, which came 
from wawrence County, a local option 


county. Rawlings, who had ordered a]. 
bottle of whisky for a friend, was ac-| ' 


cused of violating the law. The Court 
héld that the statuté was unconstitu- 
tiédnal, Paebéen says, for the reason that 
the contents of the section did not cor- 
respond with the title. 

Harvey's purpose in bringing the club 
prosecutions was to get a basis on which 
he could proceed against all lid clubs, 
to stop the sale of liquor by clubs with- 
out saloon licenses. He purpostly in- 
cluded the St. Louis Club, as a rich 
men’s ¢lub, and the Brewery Workers’ 
Association, a workingmen’s club, t6 
avoid the appearance of favoritism to 
tem Class.

S use “war” and ‘“‘confiscation” in 
speaking of the treatment given to their 
roads by legislatures and 
heard from Maj. Charles DeLano Hine, 
vice-president of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico, at the Planters Fri- 
day night, what real war and real con- 
fiscation meant to a railroad. 

“War-Time Railroading in Mexico” 
was Maj. Hine’s subject. And after the 
members of the St. Louis Railway Club 
had heard his paper they fell to dis- 
cussing the question whether, after all, 
railroads in Missouri, Arkansas and 
Illinois were not in almost as severe & 
plight as the Major’s line in Northweat- 
ern Mexico. 

F. E. Bently of the Terminal Associa- 
tion assured the visitor that the vicis- 
situdes of railroading were not all on the 
other side of the Rio Grande. S. D. 
Webster then blew a bugle, a relic of 
the days of '61, as a preliminary to tell- 
ing what he had seen of war-time rail- 
roading in the South @ half-century ago. 

Noted Railroag Writer. 

Maj. Hine is one of the best known 
of writers on railroad topics, and is the 
author of the “unit system’”’ of railroad! 
management, which represents a rail- 
road phase of the general business effi- 
clency campaign. His ‘‘Letters From an 
Old Railway Official to His Son” are a 
classic in railroad literature. In one of 
them he told of a railroad which carried 
“standardization” so far that one of its 
agents painted his wooden leg orange 
color, with maroon trimmings. 

In speaking of the havoc wrought by 
Federal and Constitutional troops on his 
Mexican railroad, Maj. Hine was’as im- 
personal ag if he were describing the 
damage done by a flood. Indeed, his 
story was a reminder of the pamphlet 
lately issued by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road telling of last. spring’s deluge in 
Ohio and Indiana. 

The reason was readily understood by 
his hearers. The Southern Pacific has 
to continue doing business in Mexico, 
and Maj. Hine expects to continue in 
charge of that business. So it would not 
do, he thinks, for him to show prefer- 
ence betweer the contending sides, or to 
speak of the acts of either side in the 
tone of one who is describing wanton 
atrocities. 

But the things which have befallen 
his railroad he found it possible to re- 
late” without the fear of offending any- 
one, and he told of the havoc wrought 
by the troops of Huerta, Maytorena and 
Carranza as altogether constituting a 
providential calamity, such as used to 
be termed an “act of God or the com- 
mon enemy.” He was asked to fill in his 
outline narrative with personal anec- 
dotes or stories of individual heroism, 
but he declined, “on grounds of policy,” 
to add to his carefully prepared paper.

|War-Time Railroading in Mexico|= 
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Described by Man.From Scene 
Havoc Wrought by Troops ind Years

fered from what are politely termed 
‘political conditions.’ The various par- 
ticipants have expressed their opinions 
in terms of force and violence. Thou- 
sands of lives have been sacrificed; mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property have 
beefi destroyed. Railways have suffered 
severe losses both by the destruction 
of physical property and by the paraly- 
sis of revenues, resulting from pro- 
longed interruptions to traffic. 

“The normal method of procedure in- 
cludes the burning of all wooden bridges 
in the theater of operations. The small- 
er the band, the greater seems its con- 
ception of the importance of preventing 
pursuit by destroying railway bridges. 
The topography and climatology of 
Mexico are such that provision must be 
made for adequate drainage in cases of 
sudden and severe rainfall. The great- 
er part of these openings are as yet 
bridged by wooden structures. Traffic 
can, therefore, easily be tied up and 


operation nullified by a few bridge burn- 


ers. The Southern Pacific Railroad of 
Mexico alone has found over 300 bridges 
burned in the last three years. The 
number destroyed on the other railways 
of the republic must run into the thou- 
sands.’ . 

He then told of the various Mexican 
railroad lines, with a total of 16,000 miles 
of track, and of his own road, owned 
by the Southern Pacific company, and 
nearly 1600 miles in length, or one-tenth 
of the whole. He then cortinued: 

‘In the 20 months since February, 


1912, when the second of recent Mexican 


revolution was started, the Southern 
Pacific of Mexico has been in full op- 
eration only six months. During the 
other 14 months, from 10 to 8 per cent 
of its mileage has been out of commis- 
sion at various times and.in various 
places. At first the officials, who are 
all Americans, and the employes who 
are nearly 90 per cent Mexicans, strained 
every nerve to crib bridges and to re- 
sume traffic. As time has worn on, 
towever, all reserve energy has natur- 
ally been dissipated, the abnormal has 
become .the normal, and the exceptional 
has lapsed into the routine. 


Nothing Now Is Startling. 

“A train dispatcher is not startled if 
his wire suddenly goes down before the 
orders are completed. He knows from 
experience that.the wire may not come 
up until perhaps tomorrow, next week, 
or mayhap next month or next year. 
Occasionally the attacking band will 
take possession of the locomotive and 
burn some or all of the cars in the 
train. Usually, however, in the course 
of a week or two the wire comes up, and 
a conductor asks for running orders 
from an office many miles from where 
last located. Such primitive conditions 
have developed splendid initiative and re- 
sourcefulness on the part of officia's 
and employes of ail grades. 

“From the president, who happened to 
be on the first train held up by armed 
force, down to the humblest laborer, 
all have followed Rule L of the stand- 
ard code, reading: ‘In case of danger 
to the company’s property, employes 
must unite to protect it.’ Ofttimes this 
has meant davtntless and unflinching 
expostire torifis orcannon fire. Habit- 
uallly, it has entailed inconventence and 
physical hardship. Officials who nor- 
mally use comfortable business cars 
have taken to sm1!l motor cars, to 
track veloc:peces, to push cars, or have 
traveled many ‘milés on foot. 

“On one occasion my motor car was 
run by a man who had been a riifl- 
roader, a frontier Deputy Marshal and 
a chauffeur. For the particular trip in 
question he united the desirable qual- 
ities of a careful motorman, a crack 
shot and a god cook. The first night 
was spent in a tool house, one night in 
a freight house. another in a waiting 
room and still another fn the open 
country. The car was towed areund

Water Tanks Riddied. 

“In May, 1912, after operation of the 
Sinaloa division had been suspended for 
over three weeks, it was deemed advisa- 
ble to Move all obtainable equipment 
north to Empalme, Sonora, near Guay- 
mas, where conditions were tranquil 
There were only a dozen locomotives at 
division headquarters in Mazatlan, Sin- 
aloa, 275 miles south of San Blas, Sin- 
aloa, the north end of the division, and

Some 
sixty hours later the senior vice-presi- 
dent, renewing his yardmaster days, tied 
up the last train on the main track, at 
San Blas, and then issued an order 
congratulating the Sinaloa division, 
through its superintendent, on a per- 
formance easy anywhere else, but most 
difficult under the circumstances. 

“Regular traffic was not resumed for 
several weeks. Meantime a ‘cruiser 
train’ was put on. Passengers rode in 
the caboose. No vars were left at sta- 
tions, but freight offered was loaded in 
empties in the truin. After cruising 
all day, the train tied up wherever night 
overtook it. The danger of encountéring 
a hole instead of a bridge precludes 
much night running at times like these. 
Government Tired of “Railroading.” 

“March 5, 1913, the State of Sonora re- 
volted against the newly established Hu- 
erta government, and seized that portion 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad of 
Mexico lying north of Empalme. For siz 
weeks the officials of the road were 
rowerless. Operation was carried on 
from Hermosillo, the capital of the State 
of Sonora, by the State officials, with 
six locomotives and other equipment 
forcibly seized. Methods of alleged con- 
fiscation: of railway property in the 
United States are perhaps crude after 
all. Six weeks of such operation gave 
the State officials their fill. Outgo so 
exceeded income that the road was un- 
conditionally returned to its owners. 
“Tt is not the mission of this paper 
to discuss the political, economic and 
military conditions in Mexico, or to 
venture !nto the realm of conjecture as 
to probable outcome. Its main purpose 
is to record an appreviation of sustained 
performance, both creditable to the 
many individuals concerned, and 80 con- 
sistent with those high ideals of duty 
which are characteristic of red-blooded 
railroad men the world over.”’

The new Rida Johnson Young romantic 
drama, “Shameen Dhu,” in which 
Chauncey Olcott opened a week's en-

Government control over these public 
utility banks. 

The public utility bank of the Ger- 
man empire, “The Peischs Bank,”’ 
and the Bank of France are managed 
by directors and managers appointed 
exclusively by the Government of 
Germany and of France, and the 
bankers are not permitted to control 
the Bank of England, which is also 
a public utility bank, serving the 
commerce of the British empire. 

The experience of the world is 
against giving private’ persons control 
in any degree of a great public func-

CHARGE MAY BE ENDED 


Outcry Against Religious Murder 
Accusation Frightens Rus- 
sians. 


By Associated Press. 
KIEV, Russia, Oct. 13.—The entire 
court engaged in the trial of Mendel 
Beiliss for the murder of the boy, An- 
drew Yushinsky, in 1910, was transferred 
temporarily today to the cave in which 
the boy’s body was found. ' 
Judges, jury and counsel were driven 
In carriages to the brick works where 
Beiliss had been employed and in the 
vicinity of which the body was discov- 
ered, 
The first witness was Dobjanscky, a 
publican, who testified that he heard 
Yushinsky’s aunt, Natali, who has since 
died from tuberculosis, say: 
“His own people killed him.” ‘This re- 
mark, according to the witness, was 
made before the arrival of the authori- 
ties at the cave and before the character 
of the wounds on the boy’s body had 
been ascertaiped. 
Dobjanscky added that Yushinsky’s 
uncle, Theodor Nejinsky, had visited a 
cafe on April 1; 10 days after the crime, 
when he seemed excited. His overcoat 
was splashed with clay. 
The boy gave evidence that he had 
brushed and cleaned Nejin «y’s coat oa 
that day. 

Russia Would End Charge. 
A meeting of influential conserva- 
tive leaders was held at St. Peters- 
burg, at which the “Ritual mur- 
der” trial at Kiev was discussed. 
At the close of the conference, the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent was informed by 
the leaders of those present that they 
are prepared to institute inquiries cas 
to what is the Russian government's 


ritual character of the murder. 

A report is current since the confer- 
ence that the government, aroused by 
the universal outcry all over’. Europe 
and America, is now very desirous that 
the crown prosecutor shall voluntarily 
announce that the evidence against a 
ritual murder is insufficient for con- 
viction, 

“I have heard the report,” said Prof. 
Miliukoff when questioned, “but I do 
not see how properly to prevent. the 
trial from proceeding to the end now 
that it is begun.”’ 

Prof. Miliukoff emphasized what he 
regards as the importance of the dec- 
laration of Sculgan, the leader of the 
moderate (conservative). right in the 
Duma, that the entire indictment, cov- 
ering 4 folio printed pages, contains 
nothing to connect the accused Jew. 
Beiliss, with the murder of the boy, 
Yushinsky. 

Archbishop Sergius, Orthodox Primate 
over the Lutheran districts of Finland, 
considers the story of a Jewish ritual 
murder a malignant legend. 

From Copenhagen comes a report that 
the Dowager Czarina of Russia, who is 
staying there, has expressed willingness 
to use her influence in favor of Beiliss. 
Dr. Schornstein,. a prominent rabbi, fs 
said to have applied for an audience 
with Her Majesty, with the object of 
persuading her to take action. 

The evidence as to the finding of 
Yushinsky’s body was concluded today 
at the trial tn Kieff. The examining 
magistrate, Nashkevitch, who made in 
the summer of 1910 the preliminary in- 
quiry inthe case,. has arrived at Kieff 
and was present in court today. 
Leschinsky, one of the policemen who 
teatified today, was unable to identify 
a piece of cloth 18 inches by six, pierced 
in places as though by a sharp instru- 
ment, when shown among the exhibits. 
as the same cloth as that taken from the 
pocket of the boy when the body was 
found, and later replaced therein. 
Inspector Porgosky, a young official. 
could not remember whether he found a 
portion of a pillow case which the pros- 
ecution alleges was discovered in the 
pocket of Yushinsky, or whether 
he found Yushinsky’s belt in the cave, 
nor could he describe the clothing on the 
body. He admitted that he had been 
four years in the police service and had 
never heard of ritual murders being 
practiced by Jews.

Colorado Engineer Says Federal 
‘System Costs Double That 


of Private Construction. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.--According to 
John E. Field, State Engineer of Colo- 
rado, the construction of the system of 
irrigation carried on by the Uni:ed 
States Government is about double the 
cost under private construction and, as 
@ general proposition, ownership of land 
under private irrigation systems is tne 
more advantageous to the farmer, asice 
from consideration of cost. 

From Field's point of view, $40,000,%0 
of the $80,000,000 expended by the United 
States in irrigation work has been 
wasted. 

“It is my opinion that the Govern- 
ment has thoroughly spoiled the water 
users by its paternalism and assunip- 
tion of burdens of property belonging 
to the users, who could maintain and 
operate their lateral ditches at least, 
both more cheaply and more satisfac- 
torily to themselves than can the Gov- 
ernment.

WOMAN TELLS HOW 


SHE TRAPPED TANGO 
~ TEACHER'S SLAYER 


Former St. Louisan Consoles 
Spencer, Then Lures Him 
to Her Home. 


HAD TIPPED OFF POLICE 


Murderer Seized When He Calls 
to Visit and Later Admits 
Killing Mrs. Rexroat. 


Worn to the verge of a physical col- 
lapse, following the days of nervous 
strain since her shrewdness led to the 
capture in Chicago of Harry Spencer 
and his contession to the murder of 
Mrs. Mildred Allison Rexroat, Mrs. Wal- 
ter R. Patterson has come to St. Louis 
for a rest. She is in seclusion at the 
home of a relative and has asked that 
her address be withheld so that she may 
not be disturbed by persons anxious to 
learn of her part in the case. 

Her husband, Walter R. Patterson, 
under whose directions she worked, has 
quit as head waiter at the Great North- 
ern Hotel and is in St. Louis with her. 
Both told a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day how they brought about the cap- 
ture of Spencer. 

Eight years ago, when Patterson was 
employed at a Chicago club, Spencer, 
then known as Henry Burke, also was 
employed there. He persuaded the Pat- 
tersons to allow him to room at their 
home because he was in _ financial 
straits. After Burke moved there Pat- 
terson said he suspected Burke was not 
honest and got rid of him. 

Met Mrs. Patterson on Street. 

Afterwards Burke, or Spencer as he 
is known to the police, was sent to an 
Illinois penitentiary. He was paroled 
several months ago. The next the Pat- 
tersons heard of him, they said, was 
when he met Mrs. Patterson on a 
street. Afterwards he called at their 
home, 2215 Michigan avenue, several 
times.

tracks,’’ Mrs. Patterson said, “he came 
to our house. It was after 10 e’clock 
when he knocked at the door, My hus 
band asked who was there and, ween 
he replied, asked him what he meant 
by calling at that time of night. 

“He made some answer and we admit- 
ted him. We noticed at once that he 
appeared nervous and excited and my 
husband noticed his shoes were covered 
with dust. He sat and talked to us for 
some time, occasionally running his hand 
through his hair. 

“Finally he pulled a diamond ring 
from his pocket. He said it was worth 
#350 and offered to sell it to Mr. Pat- 
terson for $100. Mr. Patetrson said he 
couldn't handle it.. Then he showed us 
a& necklace and la valliere; which he 
tried to sell, but we didn’t want them. 

“After asking us how he looked, he 
pulled out a folded newspaper in which 
he had a revolver. He fooled with the 
weapon and I asked him what he was 
deing. He said he was throwing out 
an exploded shell and putting in a new 
one. We were both very nervous and 
were glad after a while when he went 
away.”’ 

Mrs. P&tterson said that she and her 
husband read the next day of the Rex- 
roat murder and immediately suspected 
Spencer had something to do with it. 
They got into touch with Police Captain 
Halpin. Patterson told the police he 
Kelieved if Spencer knew anything about 
it he would sooner or later tell him or 
his wife, as he appeared anxious to talk 
The policeman gave them instructions, 
which they followed to the letter. 

Spencer Told Her of Crime, 

A few nights later Mrs. Patterson saw 
Spencer in a picture show. He invited 
her to go to a near-by restaurant with 
him for supper. After they had talked 
and she had purposely appeared to sym- 
pathize with him because he was nerv- 
ous, she declares he said: 

“There's no es under cover 
with you and Patf¥fson. That's my de- 
scription and that was the ring.’’ 

““‘He told me then,” Mrs. Patterson 
said, “how he had gone out on the car 
with Mrs. Rexroat. Then he told of 
how, as they were walking along the 
track, he threw her head back, thrust 
the muzzle of his pistol into her mouth 
and shot her, afterwards Placing her 
body on the car tracks. ‘And that ain’t 
all,’ he said. ‘I’m the Mysterious Man. 
There's another one they haven’t found. 
She never will be identified. I burnt her 
hair off.’ ”’ 

Although si was shocked by the 
man’s story, Mrs. Patterson said she 
managed to keep outwardly composed. 
As soon as she could, she left Spencer 
and went to her husband with the story. 
He called up Halpin and detectives were 
placed in the Patterson rooms. The 
next time Spencer appeared he was ar- 
rested. Subsequently he confessed the 
Rexroat murder and many others, some 
of which, it has been shown, he did 
not commit. Of others the police be- 
lieve he is guilty. 

Mrs. Patterson was formerly Miss Ger- 
trude Casey of Richwood, Washington 
County, Mo. She and her husband for- 
merly lived in St. Louis. BShe is slight, 
a pronounced brunette and her face 
bears unmistakable evidence of the 
nervous strain under which she has been 
laboring. Spencer told the police, she 
says, that he Intended to murder her 
and the landlady of his rooming house 
and she believes he intended to do so. 


SPENCER, MURDERER, 
WAS ALSO A GHOUL 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.-—-Harry Spencer, 
virtually having convinced the police 
that he is at least thice a murderer and 
perpetrator of innumerable robberies, 
claimed added distinction as a ghoul to- 
day. He said that at the time of the 
Iroquois Theater fire in Chicago, in 
which 600 lives were lost, he was among 
the first on the scene and assisted in 
carrying out bodies. 

One woman whom he bore out was 
richly gowned but burned beyond recog- 
nition. Watchfulness of-the police pre- 
vented him from robbing the body at 
the time, but that night he obtained a 
woman accomplice, went to one of the 
temporary morgues and “‘identified’’ the 
body as that of the accomplice’s sister, 
“Nellie Skarupa.”” Skarupa being one 
of the aliases of Spencer. By this ryse 
they obtained possession of the body 
and had it buried. 

“We got $1600 worth of jewelry and 
$1100 in cash off her,”’ recited Spencer.

Worn to the verge of a physical col- 
lapse, following the days of nervous 
strain since her shrewdness led to the 
capture in Chicage of Harry Spencer 
and his contession to the murder of 
Mrs. Mildred Allison Rexroat, Mrs. Wal- 
ter R. Patterson has come to St. Louis 
for a rest. She is in seclusion at the 
home of a relative and has asked that 
her address be withheld so that she may 
not be disturbed by persons anxious to 
learn of her part in the case. 

Her husband, Walter R. Patterson, 
under whose directions she worked, has 
quit as head waiter at the Great North- 
ern Hotel and is in St. Louis with her. 
Both told a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day how they brought about the cap- 
ture of Spencer. 

Eight years ago, when Patterson was 
employed at a Chicago club, Spencer, 
then known as Henry Burke, also was 
employed there. He persuaded the Pat- 
tersons to allow him to room at their 
home because he was in _ financial 
straits. After Burke moved there Pat- 
terson said he suspected Burke was not 
honest and got rid of him. 

Met Mrs. Patterson on Street. 

Afterwards Burke, .or Spencer as he 
is known to the police, was sent to an 
Illinois penitentiary. He was paroled 
several months ago. The next the Pat- 
tersons heard of him, they said, was 
when he met ‘Mrs. Patterson on a 
street. Afterwards he called at their 
home, 2215 Michigan avenue, several 
times.

to our house. It was after 10 o'clock 
when he knocked at the door, My hus 
band asked who was there and, witcm 
he replied, asked him what he meant 
by calling at that\.time of night. 

“He made some answer and we admit- 
ted him. We noticed at once that he 
appeared nervous and ‘excited and my 
husband noticed his shoes were covered 
with dust. He sat and talked to us for 
some time, occasionally running his hand 
through his hair. 

“Finally he pulled a diamond ring 
from his pocket. He said it was worth 
$350 and offered to sell it to Mr. Pat- 
terson for $100.. Mr. Patetrson said he 
couldn't handle it. Then he showed us 
a necklace and la valliere,;, which he 
tried to sell, but we didn’t want them. 

“After asking us how he looked, he 
pulled out a folded newspaper in which 
he had a revolver. He fooled with the 
weapon and I asked him what he was 
doing. He said he was throwing out 
an exploded shell and puttine in a new 
one. We were both very nervous and 
were glad after a while when he went 
away.” 

Mrs. P&tterson said that she and her 
husband read the next day of the Rex- 
roat murder and immediately suspected 
Spencer had something to do with it. 
They got into touch with Police Captain 
Halpin. Patterson told the police he 
believed if Spencer knew anything about 
it he would sooner or later tell him or 
his wife, as he appeared anxious to talk 
The policeman gave them instructions, 
which they followed to the letter. 

Spencer Told Her of Crime, 

A few nights later Mrs. Patterson saw 
Spencer in a picture show. He invited 
her to go to a near-by restaurant with 
him for supper. After they had talked 
and she had purposely appeared to sym- 
pathize with him because he was nerv- 
ous, she declares he said: 

“There's no — under cover 
with you and Pat son. That's my de- 
scription and that was the ring.’’ 

“He told me then,” Mrs. Patterson 
said, “‘how he had gone out on the car 
with Mrs. Rexroat. Then he told of 
how, as they were walking along the 
track, he threw her head back, thrust 
the muzzle of his pistol into her mouth 
and shot her, afterwards placing her 
body on the car tracks. ‘And that ain’t 
all,” he said. ‘I’m the Mysterious Man. 
There's another one they haven't found. 
She never will be identified. I burnt her 
hair off.’ ”’ 

Although sife was shocked by the 
man’s story, Mrs. Patterson said she 
managed to keep outwardly composed. 
As soon as she could, she heft Spencer 
and went to her husband with the story. 
He called up Halpin and detectives were 
placed in the Patterson rooms. The 
next time Spencer appeared he was ar- 
rested. Subsequently he confessed the 
Rexroat murder and many others, some 
of which it has been shown, he did 
not commit. Of others the police be- 
lieve he is guilty. 

Mrs. Patterson was formerly Miss Ger- 
trude Casey of Richwood, Washington 
County, Mo., She and her husband for- 
merly lived In St. Louis. She 1s slight, 
a pronounced brunette and her face 
bears unmistakable evidence of the 
nervous strain under which she has been 
laboring. Spencer told the police, she 
says, that he intended to murder her 
and the landlady of his rooming house 
and she believes he intended to do so. 


SPENCER, MURDERER, 
WAS ALSO A GHOUL 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Harry Spencer, 
virtually having convinced the police 
that he is at least thice a murderer and 
perpetrator of innumerable robberies, 
claimed added distinction as a ghoul to- 
day. He said that at the time of the 
Iroquois Theater fire in Chicago, in 
which 600 lives were lost, he was among 
the first on the scene and assisted in 
carrying out bodies. 

One woman whom he bore out was 
richly gowned but burned beyond recog- 
nition. Watchfulness ofthe police pre- 
vented him from robbing the body at 
the time, but that night he obtained a 
woman accomplice, went to one of the 
temporary morgues and ‘‘identified’’ the 
body as that of the accomplice’s sister, 
“Nellie Skarupa."" Skarupa being one 
of the aliases of Spencer. By this ryse 
they obtained possession of the body 
and had it buried.

A CHARTER FOR AOTION. 
This is what American cities, reorganizing their 
governments, are trying to get. 

They have grown tired of too many “checks and 
Balances.” 

They want and are getting compact, worka- 
ble, businesslike governments, in which responsi- 
bility and authority are matched and lodged in a 
few men; governments thus much more quickly 
responsive to public opinion. 

Had one man, or a single small Council elected 
at large, been responsible for completion of the 
St. Louis city bridge, the job would have been fin-| 
ished years ago, under pressure of public demand 
for it. 

With two chambers to work on, the obstruction- 
ists have been able to line one up against the 
other, keep the public mind confused, and delay 
the work disgracefully. 

Had a small, single-chamber Council been in 
charge of St. Louis’ city government when the St. 
Louis Public Service Commission drafted and sub- 
mitted the ordinance requiring the United Rajil- 
ways Co..to operate a third more oars, that ordi- 
nance would have passed, : 

It was in fact rejected and St. Louis people have 
never been sure who among their public servants 
was responsible for this betrayal of thelr just 
desire. Street car platforms and aisles in conse- 
quence continue to be jammed and packed with 
passengers, each of whom paid the price of a seat. 
The company is able to collect seat rates for 
standing room. This unjust special privilege It is 
utilizing to pile up a surplus which will finally, 
if not diverted, validate the water in its securities. 
That’s what hydra-headed, irresponaible, ‘checks 
and balances” city government means to the av- 
erage citizen. 
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A HOUSING PROBLEM EXPERIMENT. 
Cleveland hopes to facilitate solutions of the 
housing problem by using a 93-acre tract which 
it owns on the outskirts of the city. After being 
platted in accordance with the hest ideas of the 
city plan movement, 500 dwellings will be built 
there and sold to workingmen at $2000 each. The 
cost of similar houses bought from subdivision 
speculators would not be less than $3000, it is 
stated. : 

Whether the development of the property is 
undertaken by the city itself or is turned over 
to @ land company under municipal supervision, 
the enterprise will be an example of city welfare 
work directed into a new channel. The 500 to be 
accommodated with desirable homes will of course 
be but a small part of those who ought to have 
such homes, but the undertaking may have large 
interest and value as an experiment pointing 
the way in which a difficult condition in cities 
may be relieved. The manner in which the tract 
is improved may furnish a model after which 
property u@der private ownership will be im- 
proved. 

If cities are justified in spending millions for 
parks and Public grounds to alleviate the evils of 
poor housi@g and congestion, why are they not 
justified in seeking more fundamental remedies? 
Why should not cities go farther back and min- 
imize the evils of congestion by lessening the 
congestion itself? If this cannot be done through 
building laws and building inspectors and codes 
governing the occupancy of tenements, why 
should cities not use their resources to provide 
the sort of homes they think ought to be pro- 
vided? 
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GRADE OROSSING FACTS. 

An esteemed contemporary scores the Missouri 
Public - Service Commission for its conclusion 
that only 123 of the 249 railroad grade crossings 
in St. Louis are dangerous. It resents the inti- 
mation, accompanying the conclusion, that the 
city should bear one-fourth of the cost, estimated 
at $6,000,000, of eliminating this dozen dangerous 
crossings.

Chicago's experience was recently cited In this 
column, Chicago since 1892 has by track eleva- 
tion abolished 780 of its more than 16500 e 
crossings: The roads bore actual cost of k 
elevation, amounting to over $66,000,000. The 
city assumed consequential damages—payments 
for injury to abutting property. Its share is 
said to have been about 5 per cent of the whole 
outlay. All grade crossings are deemed dan- 
gerous in Chicago, and it is the city’s policy to’ 
In Boston State law fixes the city’s share at 
10 per cent. Under special acts superseding the 
general law the city has been assessed as high 
as 34 per cent in some instances. 

Buffalo has abolished 94 crossings since 1895, 
has 30 more in process and 200 still to be pro- 
vided for. Some $10,000,000 has been spent, the 
city paying 20.4 per cent, the railroads 79.6 per 
cent. Consequential damages, divided equally. 
between city and railroads, have been high, 
totaling over $3,600,000, or more than onethird 
of the whole cost. !

Denver has power to lay the whole cost on the 
railroads, but has eliminated only five crossings 
since work began in 1900. Under a plan lately 
adopted cost is hereafter to be divided between 
city, railroads anq street raflway. 

Wisconsin’s Raliroad Commission requires 
|Milwaukee to bear consequential damages and 
a substantial part of construction cost. 

In New York State law requires payment of 
60 per cent by railroads, 25 by the city, 25 by 
the State. New York City has 488 grade cross- 
ings, and expects to spend millions helping elimi- 
‘nate them. 

In Pittsburg the city’s share has ranged from 
25 to 60 per cent. 

Philadelphia hag abolished 120 crossings since 
1887, and has borne one-fourth to two-thirds of 
the cost. 

The Missouri Supreme Court sustained St 
Louis’ right to lay the whole cost on the rail- 
roads, provided the city’s construction require 
ments are “reasonable.” It is noteworthy that 
the only cities which have made much progress 
in this work are those—the very large majority 
of all—where the city government has assumed 
@ part of the cost. Chicago has fared better 
than any other. St. Louis has done less than 
any other city in its class. 

It is to be presumed this city, assuming as 
Chicago did the consequential damages, can more 
readily get raliroad co-operation and procure a 
better class of improvements than will be made 
if the roads are required to foot the whole bill.

Why should 
the taxpayers hand out that amount to a private 
cerporation for doing something which can be 
done by the city direct? I am in favor of the 
city doing everything for itself that it can do,

direct. Had this project been left to private en- 
terprise it would doubtless have cost many mifi- 
liens more than it did, or might never have been 
completed at all. 

But the main point ts that our municipal bridge 
must be a free bridge. It must not be mort- 
Eeged to a corporation for the sake of building 
ar approach. Get back to the bond issue, Mr.

BUTTER FROM ARGENTINE.

Following the direct shipment of Ar- 
gentine beef recently landed here, there 
arrived at the Manhattan refrigerator, 
Gansevoorst market, a consignment of 
19 66-pound cases of Argentine butter. 
W. Tyrie Stevens of & State street, is 
the New York representative of the Riv- 
er Plate Creamery Co., which ig the 
maker of the butter. 

Mr. Stevens said that he was prepared 
to ship 5000 cases on each steamer if 
the American market Warranted it, and 
that he had sold between 1000 and 2000 
cases to be shipped in the steamer due 
to reach here about Nov. 7. The butter, 
he said, can be landed in this country 
at 26 cents a pound, plus 2% cents duty, 
and it is expected to retail at about 41 
cents, the present price of the best do- 
mestic butter. 

A number of experts who examined the 
shipment are said to have regarded it as 
satisfactory. It has a good color, is ev- 
enly salted, waxy and of good flavor.
